wearing qualities will be sufficient to. 
make up for the small additional cost 
at first. In support of their conten- 
tion, they point to the Thames street 
pavement as an example. It is prob- 
able, however, that if the foundation 
is adequate, either form of surface 
paving would have good wearing 
qualities, and it is absolutely certain 
that neither, would last. more than a 
few years if the foundation is not' 
sufficiently deep to provide for the 
underground water. Broadway offers 
some serious problems in the .way of 
drainage, and heretofore no serious 
attempt has been made to cope with 
these problems in a scientific man-^ 
ner. The. 'sidewalks on the west side 
of Broadway are practically entirely 
gone, because oi lack of proper foun- 
dation, and in the|r present condition 
they offer possibilities for damage 
suits against the city:

On. June 80 last there were S8 wid- 


ows und one dependent daughter of 
veterans of 1812 on the pension list. 
The seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
close of tho Mexican war was cele- 
brated on Ma>' SO last, and yet during 
the llscal year 10V3 there were 40 vet- 
erans and 1,030 widows of veterans 
who 
fought In that war. receiving 


1717^847 In pensions from Uie govern,- 
Bient'.

It is a curious fact that not one of 


the pensioners of the War of ftl2 was 
born when the war was concluded.. 
The oldest Is one hundred und four 
years old, .while the youngest Is sixty- 
three. One'othcr Is over the one hun- 
dred mark. 
The rest range between 


eighty and one hundred years.- Tho 
explanation.Is that the veterans mnr- 
rle'd women much younger than them- 
selves. In the case.of tlio'wldow. pen- 
sioner sixty-three years old"her hus- 
band must have been -from forty-five 
to llfty-ilvo years older.

Mexican "Vete'1 Over Ninety. 


All of the veterans of the Mexican 


war are over ninety years of age, tho 
oldest, one being Urbaln Chandeur of 
San Francisco, who passed the one 
hundredth .milestone on-June 6, 1823. 
A unique Mexican war case Is that of 
William Brown of Cninden, X. J., who 
at tlie tender age of eight years enlist- 
ed In the.nuarlne corps und fought, 
throughout the war. 


War Is a costly business, not only 


from the point of view'of actual fight- 
Ing'expenses but also that of paying 
pensions, lo, the old and disabled vet- 
erans and their 'dependent widows nnd 
children, offlcials of .the bureau- of 
pensions assert. 
Hack In 1877 there 


were 232,104 persons on the pension 
rolls of the government, Involving an 
annual disbursement of $28.182,621.72. 
This was when.the largest number of

advanjag'e* of the ,pension ;.privilege'' 
and the expense Jumped much higher.'

Sta- 
tistics show that of the women immi- 
grants comparatively few aro trained 
for any kind of employment. ' The 
same condition Is found among the 
men. A large proportion of the Im- 
migrants are classified under "no oc- 
cupation." There are fewer laborers 
coming In than at any lime In twenty 
years.
